ple of prev entiv e inoculation thus applied 
to small-pox seems likely to prov e affec­ 
tiv e in all other germ diseases.

1881 Pasteur’s v accinations for the an ­ 
thrax of sheep and cattle and the cholera 
of fowls hav e sav ed French farmers 
enormous sums, and in his later experi­ 
ments with hydrophob ia a further ad­ 
v ance has b een made in showing that v ac­ 
cinations may b e effectiv e ev en after the 
disease germ9 hav e b een implanted in the 
system. 
Tho theory of v accination is 
b est expounded b y Tyndall, who supposes 
that the milk form of disease with which 
the b ody is inoculated consumes the sub ­ 
stances of the b lood which might other­ 
wise go to feed the more v irulent germ 9 .

It was sold by Napoleon to the emperor of 
Russia for $375,000. 
The largest diamond known is the Rajah 
of Mattan. It weighs 367 carats, is pear 
shaped, with a small hole at its short end, 
and was found in Borneo twenty years ago. 
One of the most perfect brilliants is the 
celebrated Pitt, or Regent, which is among 
the Washington crown jewels. It weighs 
136% carats, and once ornamented the sword 
of Napoleon I. Before it was cut it weighed 
410 carats.

atism w as to risk both ch aracter and 
life. 
In a more priv ate capacity h is 
name was associated with nu merou s 
works of ch arity and social progress. 
He h eld h igh rank as an arclu eologist, 
and th e collection of Japanese antiqu es 
left by h im is of rare and u niqu e v alu e 
One of h is dau gh ters is probably th e 
only Japanese of h er sex w h o h as be­ 
come a natu ralized American citizen.

th ere appeared a series of papers de­ 
scribing wh at Sir Joh n h ad discov ered. 
Th ey jmrported to be copied from th e 
pages of a su pplement to th e Edinbu rg 
(Scotland) Jo u rn a l o f S cien ce, 
ex clu 
siv e copies of wh ich h ad been receiv ed 
at th e S u n office. 
It was known th at^tlio atmosph ere of 
th o Cape of Good llope is u nequ alled 
for pu rity , and or cou rse lias corre­ 
sponding facility of celestial observ a­ 
tion, and wh en it was stated, wh at no­ 
body among u s cou ld u ndertake to 
deny , especially as it was said to be 
confirmed by actu al observ ation, th at 
th e great, object-glass of th e astrono­ 
mer’s ch ief telegraph was a lens of 
sev en-ton weigh t, no great wonder was 
felt it th e resu lts from its u so were u n­ 
ex ampled. 
It was said, th en, in th e 
alleged report of th e “great discov er­ 
ies,” th at so great w’as th e magnify ing 
power of th is instru ment (42 ,0 0 0 times) 
th at it cou ld impart to objects at th e dis­ 
tance of th e moon a degree of v isibility 
equ al to th at enjoy ed by objects on ou r 
eartli not more th an one h u ndreds 
y ards off*. 
Th is pu t it w ith in Sir Joh n’s 
power to v iew, not only th e larger class 
of natu ral objects in th e moon, bu t to 
see with ease th e dwellings, animals, 
and ev qn persons of th e Lu narians, 
wh ich h e accordingly described. 
Th e 
descriptions of Lu na scenery all be­ 
liev ed. 
Th ere was so mu ch v ersimili 
tilde, su ch sh rewd and apparently ac­ 
cu rate 
scientific 
ph raseology , 
th at 
scientists fou nd it no easy task wh y 
th ey sh ou ld not giv e th e story credence. 
Bu t wh en th ere came descriptions of 
th e web-wings appended to th e fav orite 
inh abitants of ou r satellite, constitu ting 
th em in appearance a sort of man-bat, 
strong scepticism of th e wh ole storv 
was manifested. 
Edgar Allan Poe, th e 
poet, speaking of th e immense su ccess 
of th e “moon h oax ,” states “th at not 
one person in ten discredited it, and 
(strongest point of all) th e dou bters 
were ch iefly th ose wh o dou bted with ou t 
being able to say wh y —th e ignorant, 
th ose u ninformed in astronomy , people 
wh o wou ld not believ e 
becau se th e 
th ing was so nov el, so entirely ‘ou t of 
th e u su al way .’ A grav e professor of 
math ematics in a Virginia college told 
me seriou sly th at h e h ad no dou bt of 
th e tru th of th e wh ole affair! 
Th e 
h oax was circu lated to an immense ex ­ 
tent; was translated into v ariou s lan­ 
gu ages, and was, u pon th e wh ole, de 
cidedly th o greatest h it in th e wav of 
sensation, of merely popu lar sensation, 
ev er made by a similar fiction eith er 
in America or Eu rope. ” 
Th e seeptics 
th ou gh t th at th ey wou ld discov er th e 
tru th or fiction of th e my steriou s story 
by th e effect it wou ld produ ce in Eu ­ 
rope, bu t th e ev ent was by no means so 
distinct for th em or so u nfav orable to 
th e credit of th e story as migh t h av e 
been su pposed. 
It was read all ov er 
Eu rope with as keen an interest as it 
h ad been h ere, and was made th e su b­ 
ject of a certain kind of discu ssion, 
ey en in th e 
French 
Academy 
of 
Sciences, wh en th e great Arago at 
length took it u pon h imself, ch ieflv , 
as h e said, ou t of respect to th e name 
and h onor of h is friend, Herseliel, to 
pu t an ex tingu ish er u pon it. 
Horsch el 
h imself was first made acqu ainted with 
th e liberty th at h ad been taken with h is 
name by its being sent h im amongst a 
bu ndle of miscellaneou s New York pa­ 
pers, obligingly fu rnish ed h im by Caleb 
\\ eeks, w h o h ad gone ou t from th e 
United States to th e Cape for a lot of 
giraffes and oth er African animals for 
h is menagerie. 
He saw immediately , 
of cou rse, th e natu re of th e th ing, treat­ 
ing it good-natu rodlv . 
James Gordon 
Bennett was th e first to ch arge th e S u n 
with th e fabrication of a h oax , and th e 
inv entor of th e story , wh o was editor of 
th e paper, h ad to be v ery adroit in 
dealing with th e situ ation in su ch a 
manner as to condu ct th e concentrated 
indignation and disappointment of th e 
pu blic away . 
Tru e or false, it wonder­ 
fu lly increased th e circu lation of th e 
S u n , bu t Mr. Rich ard Adams Locke,an 
English man, wh o was th e au th or of th e 
h oax , nev er wrote any th ing afterward 
wh ich created mu ch sensation. 
It took 
a long time to conv ince th e pu blic th at 
it h ad been deceiv ed, and it was said 
th at some spinsters at 
Springfield, 
Mass., took th e story in su ch good 
earnest th at th ey commenced th e estab­ 
lish ment of a missionary society for th e 
conv ersion of th e Lu narians. 
President Lincoln u sed to wrrite long 
loiters to h is military 
commander, 
and copy th em h imself, 
du st after 
Gen. Joe Hooker h ad taken command 
of th e Army of th e Potomac, a letter 
was penned, and wh ile th e President 
y et retained it in h is possession, an inti­ 
mate friend h appened to be in h is Cab­ 
inet, one nigh t, and th e President read 


it to h im, remarking; 
“I sh all not read 
th is to any body else, bu t I want to 
know n h ow it strikes y ou . ” Du ring th e 
following April or May , wh ile th e Army 
of th e Potomac lay opposite Freder­ 
icksbu rg, th is friend accompanied th e 
President to Gen. Hooker’s h eadqu ar­ 
ters on a v isit. 
One nigh t 
Gen. 
Hooker, alone in h is tent with th is gen­ 
tleman, said: “Th e President say s th at 
h e sh owed y ou th is letter,” and h e th en 
took ou t th at docu ment, wh ich was 
closely written on a sh eet of letter pa 
per. 
Th e tears stood in th e General« 
brigh t blu e ey es as h o added: 
“It 
is su ch a letter as a fath er migh t h av e 
written to h is son. 
And y et it h u rt 
me.” 
Th en, dash ing th e water from 
h is ey es, lie said: 
“Wh en I h av e been 
to Rich mond, I sh all h av e th is letter 
printed.” 
Bu t “Figh ting Joe” nev er 
reach ed Bich mond, and it was six teen 
y ears before th e letter, wh ich sh arply 
criticised h im, fou nd its way into print.

spend th e best part of two day s prome­ 
nading in pu blic and attracting all th e 
attention th ey can to th emselv es. 
Th e 
cu stom is general among th e masses of 
th e people. 
Among th e h igh er classes 
it is needless to say th at th ere is no 
wedding procession ou tside of 
th e 
ch u rch , u nless it bo th e procession of 
carriages. 
Th ose wh o w’isli to see one of th ese 
co rteg es lies n o ces 
will h av e no diffi­ 
cu lty in doing so if th ey are in Paris at 
th is season, wh ich , abov e all oth ers, is 
th e one in wh ich mankind is prone to 
marry . 
Th ey h av e only to spend an 
afternoon at St. Clou d, Clamart, Men- 
don, or any of th e su bu rban ru ral re­ 
treats and th ey will be su re to see at 
least one n o cc, and th ey may see h alf a 
dozen. 
A su dden clatter of tongu es 
tells me th at one is coming. 
A pro­ 
cession of twenty , th irty , or fifty people 
walking two and two, is passing near, 
h eaded by a y ou ng woman dressed in

Sh e feels th at th e ev es of 
tie world is qu izzically fix ed u pon h er, 
and th at ev ery body is say ing, “O la 
b elle ma riee!” or someth ing less pleas­ 
ant. 
A sa ru le, h owev er, h er face, like 
th e bridegroom’s, is radiant with satis­ 
faction, and h er sh rill lau gh ter pierces 
th e air wh en h er ears catch th e latest 
joke from th e low comedian of th e 
party —and it is su re to inclu de one. 
Wh en wit is wanting, bu ffoonery su p­ 
plies its place. Wh ile th e n o ce is prom­ 
enading—following th e bride and bride­ 
groom as sh eep follow th eir leader, a 
feast is being prepared at a neigh boring 
restau rant, wh ich display s along its 
front th e words, “S a lo n s p o u r n o ces et 
festin s.” At abou t 6 o’clock th e pro 
cession enters th e restau rant, and th e 
rest of th e ev ening is spent in feasting, 
dancing, and u proariou s merriment. 
Th is program, with ou t th e marriage 
ceremony , is repeated th e nex t day at 
some oth er place.

Ho w Sio ux Juv eniles llrea k Po nies. 
Th e Siou x , like many oth er Indians 
of th e plains, are bred from infancy to 
h andle h orses. 
Wh en bu t papooses 
th ey are h u ng on th e saddle bow, and I 
h av e frequ ently seen th em, wh en not 
more th an fiv e or six y ears of age, girls 
as well as boy s, riding th eir ponies like 
mad at fu ll gallop. 
Th o maimer of su bdu ing a pony I 
h av e often witnessed on th e plains and 
one wh o now’ v isits th e Siou x Indians 
in th eir Dakota reserv ation may find 
ch ildren similarly employ ed in break­ 
ing colts. 
Th o boy s ar/d girls take 
togeth er a y ou ng colt wh en only th ree 
or fou r month s old and begin with h im. 
A lariet is tied Indian fash ion with a 
slip noose to th e u nder jaw. 
A small 
bu ndle is th en placed u pon th e colt’s 
back, or th e ch ildren arrange a pair of 
ligh t trev ice 
poles ov er 
th e colt’s 
sh ou lders, letting th e ends drag on th e 
grou nd; th en th e poles are tied to h is 
back, and attach ed to a wicker-work 
platform or basket, and a weigh t is 
placed in it. 
Sometimes in place of a 
weigh t, th ree or fou r dogs are placed 
in th e wicker and v ery often th e ch il­ 
dren get in. 
Th e colt ru ns and plu nges 
and kicks in all directions, th en lies 
down and rolls ov er. 
Sometimes th ree 
or fou r ch ildren will climb u pon h is 
back, and by and by su ch a tu mbling 
scene is witnessed as wou ld make ev ery 
boy and girl reader cry with lau gh ter— 
th e ch ildren fly ing one way and th e 
blankets th e oth er.

A MEMORY OF BOYHOOD. 


BY A (GRAY-HAIRED) TICONDEROGA BOY. 


Thirty y ears ago my Ix y hoocVs hom e— 
Fort Ticon deroga, New York—was n o less 
historic groun d than it is to-day . 
Born 
within sight of the rugged ruin s of the old 
fort itself, my boy ish feet kn ew every rood 
of groun d, climbed every rook an d m oun ­ 
tain in the vicin ity before I was 10 y ears 
old, while the stories of the scen es which 
had been en acted there wero so fam iliar 
that I alm ost felt that I had taken a part 
in them. 
I seemed to see, n gain , the battle between 
the Fren ch an d the En glish, where two 
thousan d of Abercrombie’s men were piled 
in the tren ch surroun din g the fort. 
Man y 
a time I thought I could hear Ethan Allen 
with his “Green M oun tain Boy s” — my 
gran dfather was on e of them —dem an din g 
the surren der of the fort “in the n ame of 
the great Jehovah an d the Con tin en tal 
Con gress,” an d my gran dfather’s blood 
thrilled in my tein s at the memory . 
Again an d again , as I stood on M oun t 
Defian ce, I saw in im agin ation the can n on 
of Burgoy n e overlookin g the garrison be­ 
low, an d pictured to my self the hurried re­ 
treat of Ht. Clair to the Vermon t shore of 
Lake Champlain . 
The blue waters of the lake itself had 
m irrored man y a picture—n ow peaceful, 
n ow war-clouded, from the history of our 
coun try “fam iliar as household words” to 
me, in my trips up an d down its sun n y 
waters. 
It in surely n o wouder that our 
American Scott should choose the scen ery 
of 
Lakes Huricon an d Champlain as a 
backgroun d for some of his most charm in g 
n ovels. 
So dear were these scen es to me 
that in after y ears, when my paren ts had 
removed to an other home, I was accus­ 
tomed to make y early pilgrimages to my 
boy hood’s Mecca, n ot in freq uen tly accom­ 
pan ied by some of my schoolmates an d 
frien ds. 
It was on on e of these ex cursion s, when 
our n um bers wero un usually large, that I 
met with an adven ture to which I can n ot, 
even n ow, refer without a shudder. 
There were twen ty or 
more of 
our 
compan y , 
an d 
we 
plan n ed to 
spen d 
several day s in an d about the classic groun d 
of the old" fort, ram blin g over the rocks 
pen ciled in delibly with the story of our 
forefathers’ struggle for liberty . 
Eight miles from Gran ville to the lake, 
in wagon s, made the first stage of our 
journ ey ; there we took the steam er B ur­ 
lin gton , (a n ame fam iliar to all freq uen ters 
of that region ) an d were lan ded at Fort 
Ticon deroga in two or three hours. 
The Pavilion House was 
then a fin e 
hotel, an d we made it our headq uarters, 
goin g out every day on lon g rambles, 
drives, or picn ics. 
The secon d n ight 
foun d all the girls thoroughly tired out, 
an d glad to seek their room s at an early 
hour. But the bright water un der the m el­ 
low moon light was too beautiful for “us 
boy s” to leave, an d the ripplin g of the 
water on the shore gen tly rockin g a pretty 
row-boat, tied at the lan din g, soun ded a 
challen ge it was n ot in boy s’ hearts to re­ 
fuse. 
Six of us decided to go dow n the lake 
about two miles to Larrabie’s Poin t where 
my un cle had just erected a n ew hotel— 
stay there an hour or two, an d return , an d 
so furn ish an item for breakfast-table gos- 
# ip. 
Charlie Smith took the oars. (He's 
Hon . C. B. n ow’, an d gettin g too rheumatic 
to row a boat); n ear him sat Itobert Adams, 
(be, too, is a grfAve D. D. n ow, en tirely 
past such 
un dign ified 
frolics). 
Hen ry 
Falken burg, Dr. W itt Clin ton Baker (chil­ 
dren are n amed for modern heroes n ow), 
an d George Carleton , dear old boy s, I’ve 
lost all track of their whereabouts, but if 
they see this liitle sketch they will re­ 
member the smaller Smith who sat at the 
helm that moon light July n ight, on Lake 
Champlain . 
My un cle gave us so cheery a welcome 
that "our stay was prolon ged bey on d our 
first in ten tion , an d 
“Behin d a cloud the moon w ithdrew —in woe," 
n ot perhaps at our delay , but leavin g the 
lake black an d dark, as if she were an gry 
with us. 
We felt n o fear, however, an d with 
shout an d son g we soon glided over 
“The smooth lake’s level brim." 
Charlie an d I chan ged places, an d I 
took off my coat (my first broadcloth, an d 
the ten dern ess with which I regarded it 
can on ly be appreciated by the o ld boy s, 
who were boy s when I was), an d ben t to 
the oars with all my stren gth. 
As w’e left the lan din g we could dis­ 
tin ctly see the flashin g lights an d hear the 
rum blin g en gin e of a large steam er. 
I, of 
course, 
had 
my 
back 
to 
her, an d 
trusted to the others to keep a “lookout,” 
an d warn me of dan ger—as I gen erally 
held the post of respon sibility from bein g 
H ost farw liar with the coun try . 


It soon seemed to me that we were rap« 
idly approachin g the steam er, an d I re­ 
m arked that she m ust be comin g toward 
us. 
“No!” they all sbouted, “she’s ahead 
of us, but we’re gain in g on her! 
W ell 
soon overtake her!” 
For a few momen ts this q uieted my fears, 
but the n oise of the en gin e an d the gleam 
of the lights on the water became so dis­ 
tin ct that I started from my seut an d looked 
behin d me, to con vin ce m y self that I was 
wron g in my impression . 
In an in stan t I saw, to my horror, that 
the steam er was bearin g directly down 
upon us at a rate of ten miles an hour, 
an d the appearan ce of that vessel, as she 
looked to me at that momen t, is as vivid as 
a pain tin g before me n ow. 
The Rren t dark 
hulk, the fly in g sparks, the huge column s 
of smoke lit up by a lurid glare from the 
fires, the sway in g, gleam in g lights like 
horrible ey es in the surroun din g darkn ess, 
made her seem like some m on ster from the 
in fern al region s 
breathin g out fire an d 
sm >ke, rushin g upon us in mad fury , ben t 
upon our destruction . 
It did n ot take an other in stan t to see that 
she was within a few rods of us, an d with 
all my stren gth I turn ed our little craft to 
escape her. 
But we were just then oppo­ 
site Willow Poin t where Col. Ethan Allen 
lan ded his troops; as we roun ded the Poin t 
the steam er followed in our wake, an d n s I 
again attem pted to turn our boat my oar 
grazed her bow an d we shot past her. 
Here a n ew horror awaited us, for she 
had four can al boats in tow, two lashed on 
each side. 
We passed the first safely , but I saw we 
could n ot the secon d. 
“Boy s!” I shouted, 
“stan d up!”

Quick as thought we spran g to our feet. I 
had to be last, as it was my duty to steady 
the boat as lon g as possible,—an d just as 
the secon d can al boat struck our little craft 
an d drew her un der its great side we caught 
her rail an d spran g on board. 
Our escape 
seemed almost m iraculous, especially in 
Robert’s case, who caught the rail by but 
three fin gers of on e han d, an d was drawn 
up by the other boy s.

poor soil, the absen ce of sun light, will 
starve the plan t or warp it to some 
morbid form. 
But how gloriously it 
thrives in its true habitat an d at its 
proper season . 
Time 
an d the man 
have fitted each other so happily that 
man y ask—as Mr. Howells asks con ­ 
cern in g Gran t, Bismarck, Columbus, 
Darwin , -Lin coln —who calls such an 
on e a gen ius? 
Often , too, as in the 
cases of at least two of these men , the 
coin ciden ts are so marked that the ac­ 
tors lose the sen se of their own destin y , 
an d imagin e themselves chiefly suited 
to somethin g q uite otherwise from the 
work to w hich the very stars of heaven 
have impelled them. 
But fair aptitude 
with ceaseless in dustry an d aspiration , 
n ever can impose itself for gen ius upon 
the world. 
It w ill produce Southey s 
in a roman tic period an d Trollopes in a 
realistic on e. 
We see the gen ius of 
Poe broken by lack of will, an d that of 
Emily Bron te clouded by a fatal bodily 
disease; but, as again st “Wutherin g 
Heights” with its passion ate in com­ 
pleten ess, Trollope’s en tire product 
stan ds for n othin g more than an ex ten ­ 
sive illustration of mechan ical work 
again st that which reeks with in divid­ 
uality , an d when set again st the w ork 
of true gen ius rein forced by purpose, 
phy sical stren gth, an d opportun ity , as 
ex hibited by Thackeray , or Hugo, or 
Dicken s, comparison is simply out of 
thought. 
Not every min d catches fire 
with its own friction an d emits Hashes 
that surprise itself, as in dreams on e 
is startled at thin gs said to him, though 
he actually is both in terlocutor an d an ­ 
swerer. 
Thus Swift, readin g his “Tale 
of a Tub,” ex claims: 
“Good God! 
what a gen ius I had when I wrote that 
book!” 
Thackeray con fessed his de­ 
light with the passage where Airs. 
Crawley , for a momen t, adores her 
stupid husban d after his heroic act. 
“There,” cried the n ovelist, “is a stroke 
o 1 gen ius!” It was on e of the occasion s 
when , like our autocrat com posin g “The 
Chambered Nautilus.” he had written 
“better than he could.”— E. C. S led - 
ma n , in New Prin ceto n Review. 
Suga r in Soa p.

No r is it the questio n o f interest to o perato rs 
who lo o k fo r large and immediate pro fits 
fro m rising prices o f sto cks, land, mines and 
mills. 
But if ano ther wave o f wild specula­ 
tio n sho uld sweep o ver the so uth such as 
ended in the disasters fo llo wing JS37, 1857 
and 1873, the permanent gro wth and pro s 
perity o f that regio n might no t be pro mo ted. 
The swelling tide o f industry and legiti­ 
mate business is reco rded in weekly bank 
clearings and railway o ffices’ returns. Clear 
ings o utside o f New Yo rk are the largest 
ever kno wn fo r the seaso n; tho ugh Bo sto n, 
Pro vidence, Springfield and Po rtland at the 
no rth and Galvesto n at the so uth fall behind 
last year, all o ther cities repo rt gains, and the 
aggregate o utside o f New Yo rk increased 10)f 
per cent, during the week.

“ T h e r e is a revolution impending in 
the construction of locomotives,” said a 
railroad engineer, “and tho improve­ 
ment, I understand, is due to tho suc­ 
cess of the triple expansion engines on 
ocean steamers. 
Not that compound 
engines are not to be used for locomo­ 
tives, but if a number of cy linders 
aggregating the same power will save 
coal on an ocean steamer, why not o n a 
locomotive? 
Tho fact that the present 
sy stem is not the best has been well 
known for a long time. 
The transmis­ 
sion of power through the connecting 
rods to the drivers is an uneconomical 
way at best, and when in going around 
curves the wheels are not able to turn 
in unison, one or the other must slip so 
long as they are rigidly connected. Now 
it is proposed to use four cy linders in­ 
stead of two, one pair for each set of 
drivers. 
The aggregate power of the 
four is equal to that of the two now 
used, but it was found in a series of ex­ 
periments made at Wool rich Arsenal, 
in England, by the British War Office, 
that the power used to move the loco­ 
motive itself was from ffO to 40 per cent, 
less with the four cy linders than with 
the two. 
The ex periments were made 
with an old two-cy linder locomotive 
altered to use four cy linders. Of course 
tho results were not equal to those that 
could be obtained with a machine made 
to order. 
The coming locomotive will 
have a pair of cy linder* for each drive- 
w heel axle. ” 


COLD FEET AND HEADACHES. 


Somw H int* T h» t M ay H« tcwful to Nuflfer- 
fiift H um a n ity . 
rNow York Mall ami Ex press,] 
“Cohl feet and headaches go hand in 
hand, a« it were,” said a phy sician con­ 
nected with one of the city hospitals. 
“The person who has cold feet is almost 
sure to have violent nervous headaches. 
Why ? 
Because the blood not circulat­ 
ing in the ex tremities is crowded into 
the upper portion of the body and 
ex erts an undue pressure upon the 
blood-vessels of the brain. 
Nothing 
causes congestion of the internal or­ 
gans more quickly than this crowding 
of tin* blood into the body that should 
circulate freely to and through the ex ­ 
tremities, 
The trouble increases in pro­ 
portion to the continuance of the prac­ 
tice of ignoring the needs of the feet. 
The blood-vessels of the ex tremities be­ 
come thickened and narrowed by the 
lack of flow of the vital fluid, and thus 
the difficulties are perpetuated. 
P er­ 
sons suffering in this way —-and who is 
not to a greater or less ex tent—should 
soak their feet every night in warm 
w ater and take plenty of outdoor ex er­ 
cise. 
This counteracts the tendency to 
congestion, enlarges the vessels, and 
helps permanently to relieve the feet of 
their special tendency to coldness. 
“The conventional 
shoe, 
perhaps, 
does more to keep the feet cold than 
any other one thing. 
A loose shoe, I 
know, is quite as uncomfortable as a 
tight one. 
I know, also, that a shoe 
should fit as closely as a stocking. 
But 
where it should be tight is around the 
ankle, across the instep, ami around 
the arch of the foot and heel. 
It should 
have, however, a loose upper and a large 
sole. 
The bones of the foot need plenty 
of room for movement. 
A loose shoe 
is quite as productive of corns and 
other discomforts as one that pinches; 
but if it pulls the muscles of tho feet 
awry , pinches up the bones in one place . 
and lets them spread out in another, ( 
until they can have no natural action, 
the circulation must be interfered with. 
Women are more troubled with cold 
fe» ‘t than men. 
In fact they are more 
generally afflicted with diseases of the 
feet than men. 
There are very few 
women that do not have corrugated 
nails, and y et there is no more need of 
it than that they should have mis­ 
shapen nails on their fingers. 
Have 
y ou ever noticed at the seashore that 
occasionally y ou see a woman with 
every nail on her feet threaded by 
rough lines, and the color, instead of 
being a bright, healthy pink, is y ellow’ 
and unhealthy ?

the results of improperly dressing the 
foot. 
Again, y ou see the same disease 
manifest itself in little holes that look 
as if the nail had been worm-eaten and 
was full of little hollow pits. 
A poor 
circulation of the blood, resulting from 
indigestion, malaria, or squeezing the 
feet, is the cause of all this. 
“Almost all the troubles of tho feet 
are unnecessary . 
Caution and common 
sense will prevent them. 
Of course, 
there are some forms of joint disease, 
gouty and rheumatic inflammations, for 
instance, which the possessor is not di­ 
rectly responsible for, but even these, 
if taken in time, can be cured. 
Feet 
that perspire should be washed every 
night and rubbed with a weak solution 
of carbolic acid. 
The stockings should 
be changed daily , and the shoes should 
have insoles that can be changed as 
often as the stockings. 
The soldiers of 
the Bavarian army are required to bathe 
their feet every day and anoint them 
with a pomade made of mutton tallow 
and salicy lic acid. 
This prevents un­ 
due perspiration and keeps the feet 
from becoming diseased. 
Most feet 
can be kept healthy and soft by soak­ 
ing them in hot water before retiring 
and using ammonia and soap freely . 
Then they should be rubbed briskly 
with a rough bath-towel and have a 
small portion of gly cerine spread over 
them. 
Care must bo taken, however, 
to use good soap. 
Bad soap is the be­ 
ginning of many evils. 
Much of the 
most highly perfumed articles known 
to the trade is made from the refuso 
of rendering houses and is full of alkali. 
Such soaps are positively injurious. 
Plenty of good soap, warm water, a 
frequent change of dressing, and shoes 
that fit the foot will prevent any trouble 
of a local character, cure corns and 
bunions, and prevent headaches and 
cold feet, and sensible shoes and care of 
the feet will oftentimes do in a week 
what medicines and the doctor could 
never accomplish. ”

The) 
are seen in a singularly large assortment of 
shapes, materials, aud trimming. 
The va­ 
riety of sealskin garments show'u is much 
greater than in previous y ears, and one 
change is noted that is decidedly a benefit, 
the elimination of tho conventional sacque. 
Garments of 
sealskin are made eituer 
shorter or longer than this unshapely form, 
and they are made to fit the figure us closely 
and accurately as any of the street jackets 
and wraps made from cloth or plush. 
A very jaunty sty le of garment, made 
from sealskin, is the short jacket. 
This 
just comes to the waist, having scarcely any 
‘ength in front, and being cut into two 
short basques over the hips. 
Mutts, which were somewhat neglected 
ast y ear, are making up for that disregard 
>y their immense popularity this season. 
The bungling mountains of fur which the 
women of a few y ears ago carried are gone. 
Their place is supplied by the nattiest little 
contrivances of plush or fur imaginable. 
If a lady wishes to make her toilet com­ 
pletely a l’Esquimau, she must wind three 
or four feet of a fur boa around her neck, 
and across her shoulders, the ends hanging 
down over the front of her person. 
The sty le in which a lady wears a New­ 
market or long cloak of that kind seems to 
depend entirely upon her tournure, and the 
size of the touruures worn beneath these 
garments is as great as any of those seen a 
few months back, when the rage for large 
bustles first invaded America. 
The per­ 
fection with which these Newmarkets fit is 
simply marvelous. Although they aro thick 
outside wraps, with a heavy cloth dress be­ 
neath them, they actually reveal the form 
of the wearer with greater precision than 
would the dress itself, on account of tbeir 
being absolutely untrimmed.

vest, and below it the front is shirred for a 
little way , after which the natural lolds 
caused by the shirring are gathered in at 
the waist by a wide belt. 
Such a waist has 
a decidedly natty appearance, and is just 
the thing for wear at home, when there is 
no necessity for attiring one’s self in an 
elaborate costume. 
The variety of evening sty l s and fabrics 
was never greater than now. 
Young la­ 
dies are very fond of wearing the pretty 
diaphanous toilets of silk, gauze or tulle, 
and surah, which our modistes produce to 
such perfection. 
To get a dr ss to look 
airy ami graceful is an art, aud it is one 
which has been conquered by many fash­ 
ionable dress-makers. 
The ex tent to which a lady may cut out 
her bodice at the upper edge varies accord­ 
ing to the respective tas te s of the 1 ulies, 
and their shapeliness. 
At the same time, 
the really d eco llete bodices seen are ft w 
an i far between, and modesty dictates the 
shape of the 
bodice quite us much as 
fashion. 


Y o r k oil m erchant has for 
tho past y ear furnished a line of steam ­ 
ships with oil, to he used to lessen tho 
dangerous effects of heavy seas. 
Ten 
vessels, including all the cattle steam ­ 
ers, have been provided with the nec­ 
essary applinnees to use oil when oc­ 
casion requires. 
Tho m ethod adopted 
of using oil is by means of punctured 
canvas bags filled with oakum. 
A c a t a l o g u e 
of tho birds in Italy 
has been prepared for tho governm ent 
by Prof. U iglioli of Florence. 
It em ­ 
braces 4 43 species. 
Of these, 207 are 
classed as perm anent residents, seven 1 
nine as sum m er visitants, thirty -six a* 
w inter visitants, nine as of regular pas­ 
sage, eight as of irregular passage, 
tw enty -eight as of irregular appearance, 
eighty as stragglers and six as doubtful. 
I t lias been ascertained that tim ber 
which lias been floated in water for a 
considerable tim e is no longer liable to 
the attack of dry rot. 
Tho album en 
and salts aro slow ly dissolved out, thus 
depriving the fungus of tho nutrim ent 
needful for its developm ent. 
A French 
ex perim enter has shown that fresh saw­ 
dust rots away in a few y ears in damp 
earth, whereas sawdust from which the 
soluble m atters have been soaked by 
water rem ains unchanged under like 
circum stances. 
N ew houses are liable to be damp 
from the evaporation from the plaster 
ami mortar, 
which contains a large 
am ount of water. 
A Spanish proverb 
say s of new houses: 
“ The first y ear 
for y our enem ies, tho second y ear for 
y our friends, and the third y ou may 
live there y ourselves.” 
This tells the 
w hole storv. 
Again, cellar air is apt to 
be u nw holesom e; and this is another 
reason why 
basem ent rooms are bad. 
It is very unwise to storo vegetables in 
cellars until they decay . 


I t was observed by H ailey that the 
tim e of the m oon’s revolutions round 
the earth has for several thousand y ears 
been decreasing, or her velocity has 
been increasing. 
This phenom enon re­ 
mained for a considerable tim e inex ­ 
plicable; at last Laplace, in 17 8 7 , dis­ 
covered tho cause in the vary ing eccen­ 
tricity of the earth’s orbit, which has 
been on the decrease since about 12,000 
y ears 13. C. 
Binee that tim e the moon 
has been gradually com ing nearer to 
the earth, and this will go on till 3 0,000 
y ears after Christ, when tho eccentric­ 
ity of the earth’s orbit w ill begin again 
to increase.

Many people use gly cerine on 
their hands when they go to bed, wear­ 
ing their gloves to keep the bedding 
clean ; but gly cerine docs not agree with 
every one. 
It m akes som e skin harsh 
and red. 
T hese people 
should 
rub 
their hands with dry oatm eal and wear 
gloves in bed. 
A good preparation for 
the hands at night is white of egg, with 
a grain of alum dissolved in it. 
The 
“ Roman toilet p aste” is m erely white of 
egg, barley flour, and honey . They say 
it was used by the Romans in olden 
tim es. 
It is a first rate thing, but it 
does not do tho work any better than 
oatm eal. 
The roughest and hardest 
hands can be made soft and white in a 
m onth’s tim e by lecturing them a little 
at bedtim e; and all the tools y ou need 
are a nail brush, a bottle of ammonia, 
a box of pow dered borax , and a little 
fine, w hite sand to rub the stains off, 
or a cut of a lem on, which will do even 
better, for the acid of the lem on will 
clean

Ov er a fteoro of firms engage*« I in 
the trade are located on this lon g wharf, 
an d in tin* « looks on cither si» le may be seen 
almost an y « lay twice as man y fishin g 
schoon ers, their n umerous masts remin din g 
you of a deaden ed pin e forest. 
Perhaps 
f>00 fishermen ami dealers muv U* « » « *11 
on 
the wharf ami v essels, an d the scen e is a 
busy, curious an d en tertain in g on e. 
From some of the v essels the fin n y cap­ 
tiv es are Iwdn g taken , large basketfuls ls*in g 
elev ated from the hohl to the wharf by I » look 
an d tackle. 
They are dumped in to In ixes, 
placed on portable scales, weighed, an d 
then pitched in to the cart or wagon s of 
the purchaser an d drawn away to his store, 
there to lie washed an d fitted for tho retail 
market, shipjied to in ln ml town s, or salted 
down , as the case may be. 
in han dlin g 
the fish ordin ary hay forks with three tin es 
are employed, an d they are forked in to the 
baskets, an d then from the boxes In to tho 
carts. 
They are too slime to ba han dled 
con v en ien tly in an y other way. 
THE ’KIKHINO SCHOONERS. 
The schoon ers are of v arious siz«>s, the 
smaller on es goin g on ly to what is kn own 
as the in -shore fishin g groun ds m*ar the 
coast. 
The larger on es, which goto the off­ 
shore fisheries, are gen erally from eighty 
to n in ety ton s burden , ami carry heav y 
ston e ballast, w« »ll secured in the bottom so 
that it can n ot shift « lurin g sev ere storms, 
Each v essel carries eight small lw>nts called 
dories, an d the crew con sists of the skip­ 
per, cook n rn l sixteen fishermen . 
The v essels hail from Portlan d, Ports­ 
mouth, Gloucester, Prov in cet-own , Boston 
ami other ports, but, ¡» erhiips, most largely 
from Gloucester. 
The fishin g groun ds ox- 
ten d from Rhode Islan d on tin * south to 
the shores of Newfoun dlan d 
011 the n orth. 
The fav orite groun ds of the Gloucester fish­ 
ermen are the George’s ban ks, about 130 
miles east of that port. Th«* fish an * usually 
caught in about thirty fathoms of water, 
but sometimes halibut are taken at a depth 
of 8 00 fathoms. 
The bait used is largely 
small herrin g, an d tho fish caught in the 
v arious season s are cod, haddock, mackerel, 
pollock, hake, halibut, etc. 
The time re- 
quired for a trip is ordin arily from four 
days to a week. 
When the fishin g groun ds are reached 
ilu* sails are reefed, an d as the v essel gli« l« *s 
alon g the dories are let down by pulleys 
in to the water, on e after an other, at a dis­ 
tan ce of about on e-eighth of a mile apart 
Each dory has two men , who are prov ided 
with four tubs of trawls, an chors of about 
twen ty poumls weight, buoys etc. Each tub 
of trawls has ab« >ut 500 hooks, makin g tho 
en tire n umber to each dory about 2,000. 
While the bowman rows slowly alon g th< 
stern man puts out the trawls, fasten in g the 
en ds to an an chor which is cast out, alin e to 
it bein g retain ed 011 the dory tied to a buoy. 
After the lin es hav e been set sometimes the 
skipper sign als from tho schoon er for them 
to lie taken up. 
The an chor is raised an d 
the lin es are drawn in ov er a roller, an d as 
this is don e the fish are taken off the hooks 
—on e fish to fifty hooks liein g con sidered a 
fair ca*ch. 
The dory is then rowed to the 
schoon er, or the latter comes back ov er the 
lin e an d takes them up. 
This process is re- 
I**atcd sev eral times each day, an d some 
times the trawls are set ov er n ight, the v es 
sel lyin g to. 


CATCHES OF A TRIP. 
In the ev en in g the fish are ev iscerated 
an d packed away with ice in tho compart 
men ts of the hold an d thin gs set in order 
for the followin g day. 
If, howev er, the 
catch has n ot been good, tho an chor is 
weighed an d the v essel sails on , hopin g to 
fin d better groun ds. 
Thus they con tin ue 
from « lay to day un til they get a load or 
trip, when they return to port. The catches 
of a trip v ary from 25,000 to 
100,000 
poun ds, the av erage bein g 50,000. The 
av erage price obtain ed for the fish durin g 
the year is about two cen ts jier poun d, but 
they are often sold at less than on e cen t 
an d os high as fiv e. 
The fishermen fire n ot 
paid fixed wages, but share in the profits of 
the trip, whatev er they may be. 
After all 
the expen ses are paid, usually about 
1180, 
the own ers of the v essel get on e-fourth ami 
the crew three-fourths. 
The busin ess is a hazardous on e an d is at 
ten ded with great loss of life. 
On e of the 
men remarked: “ We kn ow when we go out, 
but don ’t kn ow when we’ll get back, if 
ev er.” 
The losses from Gloucester this 
season hav e been six v essels an d about 125 
men . 
Three win ters ago there were 19 
v essels an d 257 men lost, leav in g a large 
n umber of widows an d orphan s. 
Rough 
seas are often en coun tered on these trips, 
when deep wav es break ov er the v essel, an d 
she is scarcely able to ride the storm. 
On e 
sailor said he had seen her “ hov e down ” 
before the gale un til she was almost on her 
side, an d on ly the heav y ballast made her 
right herself. 
I 11 win ter time the deck an d 
riggin g are often cov ered with ice an d the 
Rapid Tran sit has come in to port cov ered 
with as much as twen ty ton s. 
To run up 
the hatchway between wav es, an d then 
close it an d hold to the rojies while a great 
wav e breaks ov er the v essel, or to climb the 
ice cov ered riggin g an d reef the frozen 
sails, are n either of them tasks to be cov eted. 
This busin ess, thus hazardous, is n ot on e 
in which man y fortun es are made 
The 
best that can be said of it is that it affords 
a tolerably fair mean s of obtain in g a liv eli­ 
hood. The fishermen durin g some hard v oy­ 
age often declare they wall n ev er ship again , 
but they soon forget their hardships agaiu, 
an d few who become in ured to the busin ess 
ev er leav e 
it.—Boston 
Cor.
